federal police forces along the na­ 
tion’s borders to the end th at sm ug­ 
gling of narcotics, liquor and aliens 
may be more effectively checked. 
A com m ittee of representatives of 
th * three departm ents and of the de­ 
partm ent of justice, it was learned 
today, has completed an Investiga­ 
tion and reported the conclusion that 
there m ust be closer cooperation be­ 
tween all federal governm ent forces 
if the international borders are to 
be properly guarded. 
The recom m endations of the com­ 
m ittee, which was headed by Com­ 
m issioner General H usband of immi­ 
gration, have been presented to Sec­ 
retary Davis, and in turn will be con­ 
sidered by the heads of the other de­ 
partm ents 
controlling 
the 
various 
border patrol forces. 
Irregular entry of alien labor and 
other aliens from Mexico, the smug­ 
gling of liquor, and shooting affrays 
which jeopardize the lives of govern­ 
m ent officers, the com m ittee report­ 
ed, w’ould seem to indicate th at the 
proper enforcem ent of federal laws 
necessitates the cooperation of the 
various governm ental departm ents. 
The com m ittee 
pointed 
out that 
the Canadian and Mexican borders 
were being patrolled by the United 
States public health, the custom s, the 
prohibition enforcem ent and immi­ 
gration services, the coast guard and 
the federal horticulture boards. 
Co­ 
ordination of these 
federal 
police 
forces, Genera» Husband reported on 
behalf of the com m ittee, would seri­ 
ously cripple the “bootlegging indus­ 
try ” 
*nd 
minimize 
smuggling 
of 
drugs and aliens across the borders. 
The 
“bootlegging 
industry," Mr. 
Husband added, had become a men­ 
ace along both 
the 
Canadian 
and 
Mexican 
borders, 
and 
rivaled the 
days 
“when 
piracy 
wad 
in 
full 
swing." 
In this connection, e report has 
been received by Mr. Husband from 
Inspector Clark of the United States 
im m igration services at M ontreal, 
Canada, describing the wounding of 
Im m igration Inspector Savage at Al­ 
exandria Bay by a notorious bootleg­ 
ger, and adding that “It was unfor­ 
tunate th at im m igration 
inspectors 
m ust be called 
upon 
to 
endanger 
their lives, but unless there is full 
cooperátlpn between custom s and im­ 
m igration officials and all other fed­ 
eral officers alm g the northern bor­ 
der, certain laws are bound to be­ 
come a laughing stock." 
“The great 
need 
of all govern­ 
ment services,” 
the 
com m ittee re­ 
port concluded, 
“is 
the 
establish­ 
m ent of an effective patrol along the 
Mexican border, particularly between 
established ports of entry to prevent
